“We may have new parties spring- 
ing up here and there, but, after all, 
the forces that are going to count in 
the long run are not the new forces 
that have just come into being, but the 
old forces that have come with might 
through the centuries, replenished, re- 
newed and revived by new spr.ngs of 
Influence and power which come with 
changing times and seasons.” 

Referring to the presence of. Hon. 
Jacques Bureau on the platform, the 
speaker spoke of the help he had late- 
ly received from Quebec members in 
his campaign and added that he had 
heard there was to be a society form- 
ed for the better understanding of the 
big provinces, 


“What better understanding can you 
have between the Hon, Jacques Bureau 
‘and myself?” He asked. “What we 
want is not to talk about better under- 
standings, but to come and know each 
other and then there will be no neces- 
sity to talk about better understand 
ing.”

Montreal Gazette: 

In view of the widespread belief in 
the ranks of labor that the Soviet 
Ruesian government fs all that could 
be considered desirable from the 
proletarian point of view, it 1s of 
vital moment that the truth should 
receive the widest publicity.

The popula- 
tion was 200,000 and the Bolsheviki 
did not number 6,000, all told; but 
they had arms, and the possession of 
these arms was given to ferocious.

Resumption of Studies Wednesday 
Will Ooincide With 
Presentation Flag

The opening day for the fall term

Shield Presented to Edmonton Schools 

The shield made to facilitate fixture 
upon a sixty foat steel mast, provided 
by the school boards to be erected im- 
mediately facing the entrance to the 
Memorial Hall. The lettering on the 
shield states ‘Presented by the schoo] 
children of Edmonton, Midd’x, Eng- 
land to the schov!l children of Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, Canada to commemorate 
the victdrious conclusion of the Great 
War, 1914-1919, and in admiration of 
the valour and bravery of the Cana- 
dian soldiers who fought in it.” 

A gopy of this shield and the full 
program of the gathering, together 
with a summary of the circumstances 
attending the gifts, will be presented 
to every pupil in attendance. Dr. 
¥. W. Crang, chairman of the public 
school board, will preside; Lady Burn- 
ham, of London, England, will unfurl! 
the flag. Mr. Ernest Woodhead, 
past mayor of Huddersfield, England, 
will deliver the address of presentation 
and Master E. H. Gowan, leader of the 
Edmonton's Boy’s Parliament will re-
